In, if possible, still bolder language, the Address 
informs his Majesty that an abuse has been made of the power 
of the Government such as occurred in the dark years pre- 
ceding his assumption of the regency (the implied comparison 
between the acts of the Regent and the King is a home- 
thrust); that civil officials, and more notably those who 
at the same time were deputies, have been visited with 
annoying oppression for the loyalty théy evinced to the Charter, 
while the press has been prosecuted for the advocacy of con- 
stitutional rights. The Charter, itlis declared, is openly violated 
by his Majesty's Ministers; and it is asserted that the new 
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£ession of the Chambers has been commenced without any real 
overtures being made by the Government, and without even 
the slightest prospect being held out of the restoration of the 
orderly conduct of public finance, and the carrying back military 
arrangements to a legal basis, Reminding the King of 
his recent declaration, that he will maintain the Charter 
which he has taken an oath to conserve, these admirable 
exponents of the feelings of a people which seeks to enjoy 
enly a rational and sensible condition of freedom con- 
clude by raying that their position as the chosen repre- 
sentatives of the people imposes upon them the imperative 
duty of declaring, solemnly and deliberately, that peace at 
home and authority abroad can only be restored to Prussia by 
a return to Constitutional Government, It is hardly doubtful 
that Englishmen will recognise in this bold and able manifesto 
something of the spirit which influenced their forefathers when 
they were battling for the political rights which the Prussians, 
in the most legitimate mode, are now asserting ; and that the 
well-considered and well-conducted efforts which that people 
are making towards an assimilation of their institutions to our 
own will meet with universal sympathy in this country. 

It is to be observed that in all the observations and argu- 


ments of an Address which is a vindication of and a demand 


for the preservation of Constitutionalism, one of the fictions of 
Constitutionalism is rigidly adhered to, inasmuch as all the 
recent acts of the Government are attributed to the Ministers, 
and not to the King himself. Admitting fully the judicious 
propriety and the tact of this course on the part of a Chamber 
which is calling for the preservation, pure and simple, of the 
law by which it exists itself, we do not feel ourselves bound 
within the same limits when we are treating of the matters in 
dispute ; and therefore we do not hesitate to express our con- 
viction that this practical impeachment of the Prussian Ministers 
passes over their heads and alights in full force upon the King 
himself. There is nothing which has occurred in all the phases 
of the conflict which has been going on between two of the 
estates of the realm to indicate that the King is particularly 
and especially under the influence of bad advisers, or that he 
himself is not, in an actual sense, his own Ministry. Certain 
agents, with Count Bismarck at their head, may go between 
him and the Chambers, and pretend to keep up the appearance 
of Ministerial responsibility ; but their whole course of conduct 
shows that they are the instruments of working out the wrong- 
headed notions of the Sovereign, which seem to have been in-

The senators express, as 
usual, the utmost devotion to the Imperial régime; they applaud the 
past as well as the present policy of the Government, and look for- 
ward with the utmost confidence to its future measures. 

Fresh pro for peace have been made to the Washington 
Government by M. Drouyn de Lhuys in a note dated the 9th inst. 
In this note the French Government says it is moved to in se its 
good offices to bring the war to a close by its friendship for the Govern- 
ment of Washington. France in no way disputes the right of 
America to decline the assistance of the great maritime Powers ; but 
this assistance, it thinks, is the only means of hastening the end of 
the war. Should the American Government, nevertheless, reject 
foreign mediation, it asks, could it not at least enter into direct nego- 
tiations with the authorities of the South? The opening of 
negotiations between the belligerents would not neces: involve 
the cessation of hostilities. Nothing would hinder the Federal Govern- 
ment from retaining the advantages which the continuation of the 
war might offer, and it might nevertheless enter into negotiations with 
the South. If the South consented, representatives of the two parties 
might meet in a city which could be declared neutral. The grievances

M. Leopold Pallu, Lieutenant in the French Navy, has been charged 
by his Government to make a report on the operations of the allied 
forces in China during the last war. 

The works for renovating and enlarging the Palais des Archives, at 
Paris, continue without intermission. They consist in erecting a new 
gallery on the side towards Rue des Quatre-Fils, and in preparing 
the rooms for the Sigillographic and Paleographic Museum, which 
will be opened during the present year. 

Terrible storms have been raging along the French coast at Havre 
and other places. The little port and jetty of St. Valery-en-Somme 
have been almost entirely destroyed. 

Official intelligence has been published from the army in Mexico. 
Although the reports current last week that the French had entered 
Puebla were incorrect, everything, we learn, is going on successfully, 
and the march on Puebla is being prepared for by a series of brilliant 
preliminary movements, intended to open the country, occupy all 
important positions, and secure supplies.

The conflict between the King and his Parliament, far from showing 
any symptoms of subsidence, seems likely to grow more envenomed. 
The majority of the committee appointed to frame the Lower House’s 
address have drawn up a desman, fa which they say :—“ Sinve last 
Session the Mini have carried on the public administration 
against the Constitution, and without a legal Budget. Tho supreme 
right of the representatives of the People has thereby been attacked. 
The country has been alarmed, and has stood by its representatives. 
Abuses of the power of the Government are now taking place just as 
in the sad years which preceded the Regency. Your Majesty recently 
declared that nobody should doubt your intention of maintaining the 
Constitution; but the Constitution has already been violated by the 
Ministers. position imposes on us the most urgent duty of 
solemnly declaring that peace at home and power abroad can only ba 
resto to the Government by its returning to a constitutional 
state of things.’’

INSURRECTION IN RUSSIAN POLAND. 

A very eral insurrection, though the risings have been, so far 
as we yet know, principally confined to the districts within thirty or 
forty miles from Warsaw, has broken out in Russian Poland, the 
immediate provocation having, aj tly, been the levy of recruits, 
which has just been enforced by Russian authorities. 

According to official accounts, transmitted from Warsaw by way 
of St. Petersburg, the scattered detachments of troops billeted on the 
inhabitants, not — in Warsaw, but in every town throughout the 
province, were simultaneously attacked on the night of the 22nd inst., 
and the insurgents slaughtered all the sca‘ soldiers whom they 
could overpower; but the troops succeeded in assembling, and re- 
pulsed their assailants, many of whom they captured. In these 
a nk pew y in or near Warsaw about 120 Russians, including a 
Colonel and a General, were killed or wounded; but we are told that 
** more serious encounters’’ occurred at Plock, Plonsk, Siedleo, and 
other places, though the Poles were finally everywhere “‘ repulsed 
with great loss.’’” One body of insurgents, admitted to be 1000 
cone, and to be “partly armed,’’ had assembled at Blonie, 
and had subsequently crossed the Vistula and joined other bands 
in a forest; but a Russian regiment had been dispatched in 
pursuit of them. A “numerous body of insurgents coming 
from Poland’’ had likewise entered Lithuania, and had com- 

elled the commander of a body of Russian troops to retreat 

om Suracz; but ‘‘the environs of Wilna were said to be in a state of 
tranquillity.” Martial law had been proclaimed throughout the 
kingdom of Poland, where ‘a general concentration of troops was 
taking place,” and flying columns had been sent out to traverse the 
disturbed districts. Accounts from Warsaw, by way of Berlin, assert 
that most of the Polish students had refused to take part in the insur- 
rection, but admit that the 2000 recruits levied in Warsaw had all 
‘deserted and assembled at different points.’? The garrison of 
be: had been raised to 40,000 men, and was kept in readiness for 
action. 

Though the latest telegrams from Warsaw announce that tran- 
quillity has been restored in that city, the rebellion still rages in other 
districts, more especially at Plock, where a great deal of fighting was 
going on. There had also been fighting at Siedlitz, and Suruz, and 
Koziebune, and at the latter the military were compelled to retreat, 

The Emperor addressed the officers during parade in St, Petersburg, 
on the 25th inst. He referred to the poor ba in Poland, which he 
declared to be not the work of the whole nation, but merely that of a 
revolutionary party. He knew that that party reckoned upon finding 
traitors in the Russian army, but declared he had full faith in the 
devotedness of his soldiers. The speech is described as having been 
received with applause.

MR. DAVIS'S MESSAGE,

Commissioned Federal officers attempting to 
execute the proclamation will, if captured, be delivered to the State authori- 
ties to be dealt with according to the State laws for the panishment of 
criminals exciting insurrection. 

MISCELLANEOUS, 

General Butler has received a cordial reception in Boston, ani 
expounded his plan there for making France and England pay the 
interest on the United States’ national debt by means of an export 
duty on cotton, 

In several counties of Eastern Maryland the slaves, though not 
affected by Mr. Lincoln’s proclamation, refuse to work without wages. 

A Democratic United States’ senator has been elected by the 
Pennsylvanian Legislature by a majority of two votes over Mr. 
Cameron, the ex-Secretary of War and Ministef to Russia. 

Jersey the Democratic Legislature have sent to the Federal Senate 
Colenel J. W. Wall, who was sent to Fort Lafayette by Mr. Simon 
Cameron a few months ago. 

On the 10th inet. Dr. Lyman Beecher died in Brooklyn, at the 
advanced age of eighty-seven years and three months. He left 
thirtcen children surviving him, of whom Mrs. Harriet Beecher 
Stowe, the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher, Dr. Edward Beecher, and Miss 
Catherine Beecher are best known to fame. Forty years ago he took 
a prominent part in combating the advance of Unitarianism in Mas- 
sachuretts, and was one of the ablest opponents of the late Dr. 
Channing. 

Mr. George Francis Train has narrowly escaped being lynched at 
Jonesville, Wisccnsin.

CALIFORNIA. 

On the Sth the California section of the Great Pacific Railroad was 
commenced at Sacramento, the State capital. Governor Stanford 
presided, and turned the first sod. Both branches of the Legislature 
adjourned in honour of the occasion, which drew together a large 
concourse of spectators from all parts of the State. The day was 
kept as a holiday in Sacramento. 

CHINA. 

Papers from Hong-Kong to the 13th of Deeember have been received. 
The news is mainly confirmatory of that already received by telegraph. 
The Imperial cause was gaining ground, and the rebels had received 
more than one defeat, Shang-Yu,in the neighbourhood of Ningpo, 
had been wrested from them by 700 disciplined Chinese, of Ward’s 
corps, under Major Wood, 100 French-drilled Chinese under General 
Le Brithon, and a corps of artillery under M. Giquel, the customs 
agent at Ningpo. Tho latter was shot through the arm while leading 
a gallant but rash charge against the enemy. The Taepings have left 
the neighbourhood of Shanghai. The Imperial troops were being con- 
centrated in the vicinity of Nankin in order to besiege that city, and 
the rebels were collecting additional forces for ita defence. Tho 
remains of the late Emperor had just been conducted in great state 
to their last resting-place, about eighty miles distant from Pekin. 
The best understanding seoms to exist between Prince Kung and Mr. 
Bruce, our representative at Pekin.

The villagers having been incon- 
venienced by having to bring their supplies of water from some distance, or 
from private springs, a well, 80ft. in depth, was sunk, and an iron pump 
erected for public use in the centre of the village. The site was the gift of 
Mr. C. Rodway ; and the well was sunk and the superstructure raised by the 
Rev. J. W. Hardman, some time Incumbent of Studley, in memory of a 
beloved mother, Mrs, W. E. » who died on the 15th of January, 1860. 


The first soirée in connection with the Workmen’s Halls in 
Southampton was held at the Hartley Institution on the 27th inst. Between 
700 and 800 persons were present. The Earl of Carnarvon presided, The 
report of the committee, read by Captain Morice, stated that there are now 
three halls opened in the town. The premises are open from six to a quarter- 
past ten every week-day evening: smoking is allowed in the large rooms, and 
newspapers and various games are there enjoyed by the members. There is 
also a library attached to each hall, and aclassroom, where reading, writing, and 
arithmetic are taught gratuitously to the members; a large singing-class and 
two elocution-classes are also conducted therein, and, every Wednesday evening, 
scientific and interesting lectures, readings, songs, and recitations. 


Sir J. C. Jervoise, Bart, M.P. for South Hants, has pre- 
s-nted a beautiful model of the arch of Constantine, at. Rome, to the Hartley 
Museum, at Southampton.——The particulars of the expenses of the Chancery 
suit respecting Hartley’s will have just been published by the Southampton 
Corporation. The amount left by the testator to the corporation for a literary 
and philosophic institute was £110,000. Two perzons disputed the will, and 
after years of litigation, the corporation compromised with them by paying 
them £22,000 and their costs, amounting to £12,716. The amount remaining to 
the corporation, after paying for the building of the institute, is £27,555 10s. 6d. 
The corporation has just had printed an able report from Dr. Bond, the 
Curator of the institute, as to the best means of working it in accordance 
with its diminished endowment. The Chancery suit lasted ten years, and 
during that period the property of the testator underwent a law sweating 
process to the tune of about £70,000, 


The Liverpool Chamber of Commerce held its annual meeting 
on the 26th inst. The members of this body took a wide range of subjects— 
the war in America, belligerent rights at sea, and the expediency of maintain- 
ing the principle of commercial blockades being among the questions dis- 
cussed. Mr. Horsfall, M.P., and Mr. Ewart, M.P., were in favour of the 
exemption of private property from capture at sea in time of war; but they 
declined to lend their assistance to Mr. Cobden in his agitation for the abolition 
of commercial blockades. With regard to the war between the Northern and 
Southern States of America, Mr. Ewart thought the time was approaching 
when the Federal Government ought to acknowledge the Conf § 
but at the same time he feared that peace could only be hoped for from the 
exhaustion of both belligerents. Mr. W. J. Legh, M.P., who also addressed 
the meeting on this subjec', wot somewhat further, and said that in his 
opinion we could not long delay the recognition of the South. 


At Langton, in the East Riding, a ploughman laid bare a 

ortion of tesselated pavement in a field belonging to the Langton estates. The 
Rev. C. B. Norcliffe, of Langton Hall, and other gentlemen have made an 
examination of the site, which is on the top of an eminence near the village. The 
result, so far, has been the discovery of a beautiful pavement of pure white chalk- 
stone, composed of tesser@ about l}in. cube, set in cement or mortar. This 
pavement, ro far as uncovered, has been carefully removed to Langton Hall 
by Mr. Norcliffe. Some Roman tiles were found in fragments. portions 
of pottery, ashes, &c., and part of the skull of a boar. Abont thirty or forty 
yards of ioundat.ons were traced on the west side of the tesselated pavement, 
and running due north and south, at the south end of which a huge block of 
sandstone, squared and pierced as if for the reception of a column, was dis- 
covered, ‘The inference is that this has formed the base of one side of the 
entrance to the courtyard of a Roman villa, or the portico ef a temple. In the 
village adjoining there is a well-marked Roman camp, and on the wold there 
are exten-ive carthworke. 


THE DISTRESS IN THE NORTH. 

Ix the report presented to the Central Relief Committee, on the 26th inst., by 
Mr. Farnall, it is stated that a further decrease of 4900 has taken place in the 
number of persons in receipt of parochial re i 
districts.

assassin while in the exercise of his religious functions in the ch 
of St. Etienne du Mont; and now, in 1863, the Lord yon and 
Cardinal Morlot dies at his post, but with a purse so completely 
empty that all he had to dispose of in the way of a legacy was his 
watch, which he left to his faithful , often the sole confidant 
of his charitable actions. And yet the late Archbishop had been-in 
the enjoyment of a considerable revenue. As Archbishop of Paris he 
received 50,000f. a year ; 
ar i 10,0008, ; 
as senator, 30,000f. ; and 
as Grand Aimoner of 
the Empire, 40,0008. ; 
making a total from 
these sources of 30,0008. 
per annum, principally 
spent in charity or in 
works of improvement 
connected with his 
beloved cathedral, the 
interior restoration of 
which he lived just long 
enough tosee terminated. 
The responsibility of 
such a succession is not 
a slight one, and to 
be thought capable of 
undertaking it is already 
a mark of high considera- 
tion. The Emperor's

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WE have to record another diplomatic incident in tue history 
of the American War, The Emperor of the French has caused 
a despatch of importance to be sent by his Foreign Minister to 
M. Mercier, who represents France at Washington. It has been 
called “ officious ” by the French journals, and it remains to be 
seen in which of the two senses attaching to the word the 
Americans will interpret the interference—“ officious ” imply- 
ing, according to their own Noah Webster, “kind and 
obliging,” and also “intermeddling in affairs with which one 
has no concern.” Certainly, so far as externals go, there is 
nothing in the despatch of M. Drouyn de Lhuys to 
offend the most sensitive nation in the world, The 
Emperor docs not offer mediation, he does not even offer to 
interfere ; but he dwells upon his friendship for the United 
States—upon the pain he feels in witnessing'the raging war ; 
declares that he takes all susceptibilities into account, and 
merely makes suggestions for a negotiation. He does not ask 
that the war may be discontinued while such negotiation is is 
progress. On the contrary, he reminds the North that soldiern 
msy go on fighting while civilians are debating, and that the 





, cessation of strife may be contemporaneous with the adjust- 
mentof terms. But he urges that conferences might be advan- 
tagcously held between the belligerents, who, instead of 
mutually accusing one another, might discuss the questions 
which separate them. This, he represents, would involve no 
liation, would exclude the idea of alicn pressure of any 
kind, and would simply be a practical investigation into 
reciprocal grievances. 

If the Emperor had to do anything, it is difficult to say that 
he could have done less or put his points more graciously, 
There has not been time to hear how the despatch (a copy of 
which was to be left with Mr. Seward, if desired, according to 
usage) has been received in America, and it is very hard to 
speculate upon the course which the strangely-constituted mass 
called the American people will take upon any given subject. 
The American organs here are uninstructed, and are of 
course fumbling in the dark while compelled to say some- 
thing; but, not knowing what to say that may not be repu- 
diated by the next mail, their trumpets give a very uncertain 
sound, for they themselves know not whether to blow the signal 
for battle. But, on the whole, it appears to be thought that the 
proposal of the Emperor will be declined, partly on a ground 
to which his Majesty himself adverts, and partly on a plea which, 
obstinate and pedantic as it is, represents an idea that is not 
altogether to be treated with disrespect. The ground alluded 
to by the Emperor is the hope and belief of the North that it 
is conquering the South, or will be able to do so. His Majesty 
is too courteous to point out the futility of this notion, or 
to represent that the North, having been beaten in nearly 
every important engagement, and its armies at this moment 
recoiling from two disastrous attempts upon the principal 
strongholds of the South, the signs of the war cannot be read 
favourably for the Federals, even by the most resolute of their 
prophets, He passes this by, and he also abstains from dwelling 
upon the second difficulty, The North declares the Con- 
federates to be “rebels,” and is enraged at Europe's recog- 
nising them as belligerents; and as the doing this must be 
the first step towards a pacific conference it does not seem 
very probable that Mr. Lincoln or his Cabinet (two distinct 
agencies, as the President is unceremoniously told by some of 
his subjects) will venture upon a measure much more rational 
than popular, So that although, as we have said, anything like 
prediction as to the course of the American people would be 
very hazardous, there does not seem to be any great likelihood 
of the olive-branch appearing in a French hand, 

We have also to hear what the South has to say. President 
Davis has been again addressing his people, and his tone is, as 
usual, temperate but resolute. He complains that the European 
Powers have refused to recognise privateering, and thereby 
have prevented the Confederates from availing themselves of 
the results of their naval prowess, and he affects to regard this 
step as a sort of declaration against the South, But he points 
with justifiable exultation to the successes of the Confederates, 
and adds that their enemies are now feeling the pressure 
and hardship which the Slave States have borne so bravely. 
His note is naturally one of continued defiance. Supposing 
that Washington should be moved by the representations of 
the Empcror—and we may here observe that some of the 
Northern journals think that it would not disgrace the Federals 
to be the first to suggest’ proposals—it is perfectly certain that 
in the present temper of the South the very first demand 
upon the subject of slavery would be one that would set 
the still powerful Abolitionist party in a red flame. 
The slaves of the States in revolt are as free ds a 
piece of paper can make them, and it is said that 
a great number of Virginian slaves have actually availed 
themselves of the notification of New-Year’s Day. At 
all events, some three millions and a half of slaves have been 
proclaimed free men. The very first article to be submitted to 
Conference by the South must run in this way :—“ The pro- 
clamation to be rescinded, the negroes to be formally restored 
to slavery, and all blacks who may have availed themselves of 
the decree to be given up to the authorities of their respective 
States.” Will the Abolitionists bear that? For assuredly 
nothing less will satisfy the victorious Confederates ; and, unless 
the Washington plenipotentiaries—if such persons can exist— 
enter the Conference-room unprepared to assent to this article 
they had better stay at home, It may be that the South would 
concede a good deal in return for this article, and fora second 
which should reaffirm the desirability of slavery and re-enact 
it for the Confederate States ; for it would be absurd to suppose 
that the “ Chivalry ” are not as tired of the fratricidal war as 
the “Yankees ;" but is it possible for the Abolition party to 
concede this stultification of themselves, this retractation of all 
that they hawe been so clamorously saying for the last eleven 
months ? 

Finally, we may observe that, with recent successes and even 
in the face of the disaster at Murfreesboro’, the tone of the 
South has become firmer and firmer, and it is even more 
emphatic than ever in its exultation at the prospect of being 
freed from the yoke of what it calls the greedy, hard, usurious 
Yankee. In a word, the South is bent upon the experiment of 
standing alone, and it is impossible to refuse to it the right of 
trying that experiment, If the Conference can act upon the 
principle of separation, it is, of course, the natural method of 
terminating a hideous strife; but, if not, we fear that the 
Imperial suggestions are not worth the paper on which they are 
written ; unlees, as is not impossible, they may be intended for 
rejection, and this rejection may be intended to be regarded as 
a vindication of another step of a different nature.

Horticultural Society. The ceremonial will, no doubt, be rendered 
very effective. tis to take place on the 5th of June next, the anni- 
versary of the opening of the Horticultural Society’s Gardens. 

Mr. Frith, R.A., the popular painter of “The Railway 
Station’ and “The Derby Day”’ pictures, has received her Majesty's 
commands to paint an elaborate picture of the approaching marriaze 
of his Royal Highness the Prince of Wales with Princess Alexandra 
of Denmark. ; 

There is being exhibited at Messrs. Jennings’s Gallery, Cheap- 
side, a very large and elaborate picture of “The Orucifixion,’ 

ainted by Mr. Selous, an artist already known to the public for his 

arge panoramic representations of ancient Jerusalem, somowhat 
in tho style of John Martin, The present work affords in the middle 
distance an interesting view of the holy city, with the noble 
and numerous additions ‘of Herod, and the more ancient walls 
and monuments, all restored, of course, according to classical 
analogy or the descriptions or allusions of Josephus and other 
ancient writers. The whole of the foreground is ocoupied with 
the great and terrible drama of the Crucifixion. Small or largo, there 
are said to be here some three hundred figures. Mr. Selous has, 
to render his version more complete, strained probability to the 
very utmost, in order, it would appear, to crowd into his picture 
every personage mentioned in the sacred narrative, although 
somo of them are only mentioned long anterior to, and not 
at all in connection with, the Crucifixion; and also certain per 

sonages and incidents only known to Romish tradition, and, as i 

is called, ‘Christian Art;’’ such, for instance, as Santa Veronic: 
and her sudarium. The moment intended to be represented i 
that when Christ exclaimea, “It is finished!’’ he broodin ; 
cers is about to be swept away like a pall; tho lightning 
e it, and one single sunbeam, piercing it and falling on th> 
dying Saviour, lividly illumines the doomed city and discovers to 
each other, guilty and innocent, the Redeemer and the redeemed. 
The scenic effect, the view of the city, and the multitude of figures 
produce a rather imposing impression at acertain distance. The labour 
of the artist must have been long and arduous. But we regret very 
much to say that the picture offends against most of the canons of 
gound criticism and good taste. The figure-drawing is througiout 
faulty to the extreme; the false colouring is showy to vulgarity ; and 
the expressions and gestures are forced and unnatural. It is, in fact, 
difficult to imagine that one single portion of the foreground, at least, 
has been painted with anything approaching an adequately severe 
sense of the inexpressible awfulness of the theme, or with os 
more than the paramount desire to produce a strong melodramatic an 

“sensation”? picture, Some of these faults may not appear in the 
engraving which, we understand, is to be made from this picture. 

The picture of “ Mary Queen of Scots being Led to Execution,” 
which we engraved in our Number of the 3rd inst., was painted by 
Signor Vannutelli, a rising young artist, who belongs to an ancient 
Reman family. 






ARTISTIC CopyricgHTt.—A meeting took place on the 28th 
inst, at the Gallery of the Winter Exhibition, Pali-mall, for the purpose of 
inducing the Government to take into consideration the imperfections of the 
existing law of copyright. The Act of last Session has in particular been 
found, in several recent trials, to afford no easily available, and therefore no 
practical, protection against the pirating, by photography and other means, of 
copyrights in engravings. The chair was taken by Sir Thomas Phillips, 
chairman of the Xociety of Arts, and the meeting was attended by a deputation 
of several members of this society, who have for some years laboured to 
obtain more satisfactory legislation in artistic copyright, and by a large 
number of eminent painters, engravers, writers on art, the principal print 
publishers, and other persons interested in this important question. The 
following resolutidns will indicate the principa! deficiencies of the present 
jaw, and were passed unanimously :—lst. Moved by Mr. Gambart, and seconded 
by Mr. Robinson,—“ That the principle that artists are entitled to a copyright 
in their works having been now acknowledged by Parliament in numerous 
Acts, beginning with the reign of George IL. and ending with the Act of last 
Session, it is expedient, in the interest of the public as well as of artists, that 
the law should be made efficient for maintaining and securing all their rights.” 
In the course of his speech Mr. Gambart referred to the various forms which 
piracy may assume, and examples of which were hung round the gallery. Someof 
these, particularly the means of producing facsimiles afforded by photography, 
zinco-photography, and the anastatic process, are very formidable, because 
it is not easy to distinguish the reproduction from the original; and, a3 they 
require little skill to produce, involve scarcely any risk or outlay, may be sold 
at a much Jower rate than the originals, and yet afford no remuneration to 
the artist, they are very prejudicial to his interest, and therefore injarious 
toart. 2nd. Moved by Mr. Hawse, and seconded by Mr. J. Dillon,—* That it 
appear: unjust that engravers and publishers of engravings and prints should not 
possess the same privileges as are given by the 25th and 26th Victoria to pub- 
lishers of photographs.” We may remind the reader, as it affected the recent 
proceedings before a magistrate, that the Act referred to specifies paintings, 
drawings, and photographs, but appears to overlook engraving4. The publisher 
of an engraving bas his “ rémedy ;” but its expense—especially if, as is often the 
case, the offender is insolvent—renders it almost unattainable against the 
piratical combination which, we understand, has been formed. 3rd. Moved

Tre Farmers’ Club has just honoured the momory of its first 
chairman (in 1844), Mr. Ro Baker, of Writtle, by hanging up his 
portrait, painted by Mr. Edgar Williams, from a photograph, in one of 
their clubrooms; and, if there is ever a gallery devoted to the heroes 
of ‘field and fold,’ the late Mr. Anthony Maynard will infallibly 
have a place. He came from quite  shorthorn and horse loving 
family. ‘‘ Maynard’s bull” isa name of note in the “ Herd-book,’ 
and “‘ t’auld yellow cow,’’ to which he so often reverted, made her 
mark, Orusade (7398), by Cotherstone, by Bates’s Cleveland 
, from a granddaughter of John Collings’s celebrated cow Rachel, 
was his most famous show beast; but he done nothing in that 
way for some time past. He leant decidedly to the Bates blood, but 
bullocks were his secret pride. He delighted to recount what toppers 
(the best of which was nearly lost in the snow) he and his father 
before him had pitched at Yarm; and how both of them would take 
to boot and horse and ride thirty miles across country by daylight to 
be at market betimes. He was always a very active man, a 
keen pew: and rode well to hounds; and it was, we believe, a 
hardriding accident which caused that peculiar crick about one 
shoulder which, with his keen, intelligent , made him ‘‘so good 
to know.’”’ He was one of the oldest shorthorn breeders in the king- 
dom, and we hear that his herd numbered about 120 head at his 
death.

To three parts of good (dry) starch add one part of tungstate of soda, and 
use the starch in the ordinary way. If the material does not require starching, 
of one pound of tungstate of soda to two gallons of 
fabric with this solution, and dry it. The heat of 
the iron in no way affects the non-inflammability of the fabric. Suiphate of 
ammonia is said, upon good authority, to be preferable to the tungstate of 
soda ; but of that I cannot speak of my own experience. As a/ditional means 
of a fireguards and safety candle-lamps should be in use in evory

A woman who, with three others, had obtained forcible 
possession of one of the dilapidated houses at the corner of Stamford street, 
Blackfriars-road, London, has been committed for trial at the Sessions. The 
plaintiff was Miss Cordelia Angelica Reid, who said that she and her father 
had been in possession for nearly sixty years. She lived at one of the houses, 
and there was furniture in the other six. A dislodgement from one of the 
above houses of the parties who had taken possession was effected on the 28th 
inst. by Miss Reid, 

A meeting was held on the 28th inst, at the London Tavern to 
take into consideration the question of transportation to Western Australia. 
Major Sandford occupied the chair, and strongly supported the sending of con- 
victs to Western Australia. These views were supported by other speakers, 
and it was shown that there was in the colony indicated a great want of 
labour, and that convicts as labourers would be gladly welcomed by the 
colonists. Eventually it was resolved to present a memorial to the Colonial 
Secretary on the subject. 


The Metropolitan Board of Works held their ordinary weekly 
meeting on the 23nd inst., when a deputation from the inhabitants of Chelsea 
presented a memorial praying that the board wonld take advantage of the 
new drain about to be made for the interception of the western sewage toe 
complete by means of it, up to Battersea Briige, the river embankment, 
which, having been formed from Vauxhall Bridge to the boundaries of Chelsea 
Hospital, there terminates in a cul de sac. The momorial was favourably 
entertained by the board, and was referred to the main drainage com nittee to 
consider and report on. 


Some new buildings erected by the committee of the Islington 
Reformatory and Refuge for Boys and the Ragged School, in Copenhagen-street, 
Caledonian-road, Islington, were opened on the 23rd inst. under the presidency 
of the patron of the institution, the Lord Bishop of London. The buildings 
are intended to provide reformatory accommodation for 70 boys, and ragyed- 
school teaching for no less than 400 children of both sexes. The meecing 
took place in the schoolroom, which was filled with the friends of the institu- 
tion. The Lord Bishop of London occupied the chair, supported by Lord 
Ebury, Lord Truro, Robert Hanbury, Esq., M.P., the Rey. Deniel Wilson, 
Vicar of Islington, and a large number of clergymen of all denominations. 


At the Quarterly General Court of the Royal Society for the 
Preservation of Life from Fire, held on the 23rd inst., the secretary (Mr. 8. 
Low) presented the annual return for 1862, showing that last year 581 fires had 
been attended, and 74 lives saved, by the society's fire escapes and condactors. 
During the past year the society increased its means of usefulness by the 
addition of seven fire-escape stations. The brigade now consists of 80 con- 
ductors, 6 supernumerarice, and 4 inspectors. The society's silver modal was 
presented to Conductor J. Clarke, for his exertions at the fire in Portland- 
street, Soho, on the 26th of December; and to Conductor Briggs, for his con- 
duct at the fire in Dean-street, Finsbury, on the 17th of November.

LAUNCH OF THE DUBLIN TRINITY 

YACHT PRINCESS ALEXANDRA. 
Tire launch of this beautiful little vessel, the first 
built in the Thames ing the name of the future 
illustrious consort of his Royal Highness the Prince 
of Wales, took place at Blackwall on the 20th inst. 
A deputation from Dublin was expected to have 
been present on the occasion, but the boisterous 
weather of the preceding night had prevented 
their arrival. The honours of the naming, &c., 
were gracefully and efficiently performed by Miss 
Margetson, daughter of one of the directors of the 
company; and, as the Princess Alexandra glided 
with a gentle motion into the water, hearty cheers 
were given by those assembled. Apart from the 
motive of paying respectful homage to the future 
Princess of Wales by naming the steamer after that 
esteemed lady, there is something like a claim to 
Danish names for vessels built in the yards of the 
Thames Ironworks. It is but a short time since 
some gun-boats, the first in the Danish fleet, were 
built at, and launched from, those works. These 
boats carry plates of 2}-inch thickness, and a layer 
of felt is interposed between them and the iron 
skin of the ship. ‘They have a light draught of 
water, carry three guns—one amidships and one 
at the stem and stern—and steam easily. eleven 
knots an hour. In every point for which they are 
designed they have perfectly fulfilled the intentions 
of the Danish Government, and are justly regarded 
as the most valuable vessels of the kind in the 
Danish navy. 

As an example of the immense amount of armour- 
plated vessels constructing in this country for our 
own and other Governments, we may notice what 
is doing at these works alone. 

After the launch of the Princess Alexandra the

THe "works . ye ay with this great

Besides 
the cutting of the rigole, or trench, for the 
ship between Lakes Menzaleh and 
Timsah, an account of which has recently 
appeared in this Journal, the efforts of the 
company have been directed to the —_— 
of a lesser canal for the ‘~~ oH 
water to Port Said, the iterranean 
entrance of the intended maritime canal, and 
to Suez, its other terminus. 

This fresh-water canal, to which the atten- 
tion of our readers is for the present mainly 
directed, commences at , and receives 
its supply of water from the El-Mashrafieh 
Canal, which flows direct from the Nile 
from a point a few miles north of Cairo. 
From Zagazig to Tel-el-Kibeer the company 
have merely deepened and repaired the 
existing El- Wady (the Valley) Canal, the 
ancient Arsinoé. From Tel-el-Kibeer the 
actual works of the company may be said to 
commence. The new ps | is about 20ft. 
wide on the water line, and 6ft. deep; it is 
completed, and open for navigation as far as 
Lake Timsah, where it branches off in oppo- 
site directions, and is intended to run parallel 
with the maritime canal. This work is, 
therefore, being pushed forward with vigour, 
and it is ho that before the end of the 
present year Suez will be supplied with an 
= |e water. iitenien 

e effect of opening out this canal through 
the Wady Tumilat is already perceptib’e in 
every direction. A vast extent of land, which 
a few months back was a dreary wilderness, 
is now being brought into a high state of 
cultivation. Every inundation will add con- 
siderably to this already valuable territory, 
so that, with ordinary care, it will realise, in 
a few years, all the capital expended upon 
it. As an instance of what — se 
ment can effect, the district of -Wi

Being refreshed, we 
called upon Mr. Wilkinson, the company’s 
agent, at Zagazig, who courteously placed at 
our disposal a boat, with dromedary to tow 
in case of need. 

We were here fortunately joined by a gen- 
tleman connected with the company, Mr, 
Paponot, who accompanied us to Timsah, and 
to whom I am much indebted for valuable 
information and attention es - - . 

Everything being prepared, we eave 
of the agent and our friends and started at 
2p.m. Sometimes sailing with a light 
breeze, sometimes being towed, we ed 
Tel-el-Kibeer, the first station, about night- 
fall, having passed on our way many beau- 
tiful little bits of scenery and some busy vil- 
lages, among which I must not forgot Abou 
Hamad, where the company have substituted 
a serviceable wooden drawbridge for a rotten 
old stone erection of Mohamed Ali’s time. 
Here and there we passed groups of women 
filling their water-jars, men irrigating land, 
with the simple ‘‘shadoof,’’ or basket, 
suspended on a lever. This portion of the 
valley is very fertile and well populated. 

Finding it would be impossible to continue 
the voyage by night, as there was no moon, 
we put up at a neat little hotel at Tel-el- 
Kibeer. The company havo receritly made 
some very fine gardens here, which supply 
the whole of the works with an abundance 
of every kind of vegetable and fruit. There is 
also 2 cnwteldga, similar to that of Abou- 
Hamad. 

There is a telegraph-station here, in com- 
munication with ail the stations at the works. 
The system is the French dial telegraph 
(Briquet’s). ‘The operator was good enough 
to explain to us the mechanism. 

Leaving Tel-el-Kibeer at daylight, we 
continued our way now fairly on the actual 
works of the ery Four hours’ sailing 
brought us to Lake Mahsamah, where there 


The lake is small, but full of fish, and ap tly the 
resort of numerous flocks of wild fowl and oy Good —— can 
be had about there. A solitary heron stalked about the shrubbery 
which everywhere dotted the surface of the lake.

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ILLUSTRATIONS OF THE WAR IN AMERICA, 


THE BOMBARDMENT OF FREDERICKSBURG. 

Tuts act of the Federals, which took place on the 11th of December 
last, began the late hostilities on the Rappahannock which continued 
for five dxys and ended, as our readers are aware, in a decisive victory 
for the Confederates. At the time chosen by our Special Artist for 

the accompanying Illustration (on page 116) the Federals had 
over 150 guns directed on the town {rom the heights on the opposite 
side of the river; and it was under cover of this tremendous can- 
nonade that their troops commenced crossing by three pontoons. 
Their dense masses can be seen in the distance winding down to the 
river. The town is on fire in various places from the shelling, but 
300 Mississippians still hold their ground as sharpshooters on the 
Confederate k, annoying the heads of the columns as they appear 
on the bridges. General Lee’s plan, however, as is now well known, 
was to let the enemy cross ant attack him in the strong position in 
which he had ensconced his forces. The infantry moving along the 
road in the foreground are proceeding to rifle-pits in front of the 
battery seen on the hill on the left, which was the first of the Con- 
federate defences, and held by Colonel Walton’s Washington 
artallery—of which position more anon. 


INCIDENT IN THE BATTLE OF FREDERICKSBURG.—THE ATTACK ON 
MARYE’S HILL. eit 

The attempt of the Federals to c the first of the era! 
itions on Pheir right—the battery of the Washington Battery, on 
Gases Hill, commanded by Colonel Walton—was, as our readers 
are aware, totally unsuccessful, and most disastrous to them. 
Immense masses were hurled at intervals on the hill and works, shown 
in our Illustration; but at each attack they were driven back with im- 
mense loss. ‘From the point where I stood, with Generals Lee and 
Longstreet,’’ says our Special Artist, writing from the Confederatecamp, 
“*T could see the grape, shell, and canister from the guns of the 
Washington artillery mow great avenues in the masses of Federal 
troops rushing to the assault, while the infantry, posted behind a 
breast work just under the battery, decimated the nearest columns of 
the enemy. In the distance, Franklin’s corps is seen deploying into 
line of battle on the Federal left.

Numbers of their 
shell are bursting over the Confederate soldiers in the breastwork. It 
was here General Cobb was killed, and it is his brigade acting as 
sharpshooters. At the back of this hill a South Carolinian had a 
portion of his head carried away within four yards of myself by a 
shell from the heights alluded to above. After the battle, I counted 
660 dead lying on @ small plot of ground, scarcely four acres in 
extent, at the foot of the hill shown in the Illustration; and, alto- 
gether, 1493 were buried between the hill and the town. Eight 
hundred were buried on that part of the field occupied by Franklin. 
These were all Federals. This makes the Northern dead on the right 
and left amount to 2293. The Federals, besides this, buried many | 
within their own lines on the night of the battle.”’ . 

The Southern correspondent of the Zimes, in his letter from Rich- 
mond, written shortly after the battle of Fredericksburg, has some | 
remarks on the important post at Marye’s Hill, and of the dreadful 
slaughter of the assaulting troops, to whose bravery he bears no 
niggard testimony. He says:—‘' By far the most important position 
was occupied by the Washington artillery, commanded by Colonel 
Walton, of New Orleans, and posted on the heights in the immediate 
neighbourhood of Fredericksburg, not more than 400 yards from the 
town. These heights, which are precisely of that altitude which is 
most favourable for the play of artillery, are surmounted by a brick 
house, now riddled by round shot, belonging to Mr. Marye, and are 
commonly called Marye’s Heights. At their base a road winds, pro- 
tected on one side by the hills and on the other by a solid stone wall, 
about four feet in height, over which a brigade of Confederates, them- 
selves perfectly sheltered, poured the deadliest and most etfective of 
fires. . The battle which had dashed furiously against the lines of 
Generals Hood, A. P. Hill, and Early, was little more than child’s play 
as compared with the onslaught directed by the Federals in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood of Fredericksburg. The impression that the Con- 
federate batteries would not tire heavily upon the Federals advancing 
in this quarter, for fear of injuring the town of Fredericksburg, is 
believed to have prevailed among the Northern Generals. How 
bitterly they deceived themselves subsequent events served to show. | 
To the Irish division, commanded by General Meagher, was prin- | 
cipally committed the desperate task of bursting out of the town of 
Fredericksburg and forming, under the withering fire of the Con- 
federate batteries, to attack Marye’s Heights, lowering immediately 
in their front. Never at Fontenoy, at Albuera, or at Waterloo was 
more undoubted courage displayed by the sons of Erin than during | 
those six frantic dashes which they directed against the almost | 
impr gnable position of their foe. That any mortal men could have 
carried the position before which they were wantonly sacrificed, 
defended as it was, it seems to me idle for a moment to believe; but 
the bodies which lie in dense masses within forty yards of the muzzles 
of Colonel Walton’s guns are the best evidence what manner of men 
they were who pressed on to death with the dauntlessness of a race 
which has gained glory on a thousand battle-fields, and never more 
richly deserved it than at the foot of Marye’s Heights on the 13th 
day of December, 1862.”

MAJOR HENRY LOFTUS, 

This gallant and lamented officer, who died at Murree, India, on the 2nd of 
November last, was the second son of the late Lieut.-General Loftus, of 
Kilbride, in the county of Wicklow, heir male of the ancient family 
of Viscounts Loftus, of Ely, by his wife, Margaret Harriet, eldest daughter 
of Archdeacon Langrishe, second son of the celebrated Sir Hercules 
Langrishe, Bart. Major Henry Loftus, who was born in 1824, having 
entered the British Army, served with his Regiment, the 71st Highland 
Light Infantry, throughout the Crimean campaign. He was present at the 
siege of Sebastopol, the taking of Kertch, the destruction of Taman, and other 
affairs. He acted also throughout the central Indian campaign in the late 
mutiny ; was at the battle of Koonch, and all the affairs during the advance 
on Calpee, the capture of Calpee, and the battle of Morar.

THE REV. ROBERT HANKINSON, M.A.

MR. RICHARD GREEN. 

The death of Mr. Richard Green can be regarded as little less than 
calamity wy many who are best qualified to understand ~ wr 
tained with respect to the commercial interests of London.

thropy. Mr. Richard Green was born at Blackwall, in December, 1803, and 
was the only surviving son of Mr. George Green, by his first marriage, with 
Miss Perry, the daughter of Mr. Perry, the shipbuilder, of Blackwall. Upon 
the introduction of Mr. George Green into the business he became ashipowner, 
and fitted out several vessels in the whaling trade, thus laying the foundation 
of the house which, at the time of his son's admission to the firm, was styled 
Green, Wigram, and Green. Gradually increasing their operations, the 
partners took advantage of the expiration of the East India Company's 
charter to increase the number of those splendid vessels for the Indian 
voyage which have ever since been intimately associated with their 
name. Upon the death of the head of the firm and the dissolu- 
tion of the partnership Mr. Richard Green ti d the busi in 
conjunction with his now surviving partner and brother, Mr. Henry Green, 
and by his judgment and energy still further augmented the number of 
their vessels until the discovery of gold in Australia, when they launched a 
large number of vessels for this voyage also. To these services they were about 
to add another to China, one vessel having made the passage just previous to 
Mr. Green's death, and a second having nearly reached completion. In all his 
transactions Mr. Green had in view not only the success of his own particular 
undertakings, but the establishment of a principle which naturally led to 
wider and more important results, and to this end almost all the institutions 
which he established were ultimately directed. Almost from the commencement 
of his career he set himself the task of improving the whole mercantile marine 
of the country, and, beginning with the administration of his own service, 
rapidly effected improvements which had an immediate influence on the entire 
merchant fleet. The establishment of the Sailors’ Home was one of his earliest 
efforts, and its effects were so obvious that he eventually made it available for 
all merchant seamen who could show a good character. In connection 
with this he provided a course of instruction in navigation for both 
officers and men; and in the belief that education, as well as improve- 
ment in physical comfort and social condition, was a necessary means for 
raising the character of the service, he established, or aided in maintaining 
all the principal schools where men and boys were instructed in the duties of 
seamanship. Of the schools at Poplar—where 2000 children are taught and 
partly clothed—he was the principal support; while the Dreadnought Hospital 
Ship, the Poplar Hospital, the Merchant Seamen's Orphan Asylum, and a 

number of general charities, were constantly aided by his generous con- 
tributions. For those who were in his immediate employ he exhibited that 
personal interest which led them to regard him with an affectionate respect 
not too often observable in those who occupy rimila~ relations; and the 
inhabitants of Poplar, the district in which he lived, mu:t feel tnat his death 
has left amongst them a vacant place which few men could have oceupied with 
such cordial sympathy and benevolvnce. As connected with his constant efforts 
toelevate the mercantile marine service, Mr. Green was warmly interested in the 
Naval Reserve, and for some time before his death he was occupied in obtaining 
the  capoennes of the Admiralty for merchant vessels whose officers and part 
of w 2 crews consisted of Naval Reserve men to carry the blue ensign, to 
mark the union between the services. He was chiefly instrumental in estab- 
lishing the “ Thames Marine Officers’ Training-ship”’ (the Worcester), where 
boys are sent, as to a naval school, at which they may receive instruction 
directly calculated to prepare them for the profession they have chosen. He 
accepted the office of chairman, and be recognised in the establishment of such 
a school the furtherance of the improvements he had been constantly 
endeavouring to effect. It may be matter for wonder that the head of a great 
and increasing business could afford time to give his personal attention to so 
many claims; but Mr. Green was possessed of the rare faculty of prompt 
decision and immediate action. He has been heard to say that he had “no 
time to hesitate,” and he generally decided even weighty matters with a 
rapidity, but at the same time with a clearness of judgment, which must have 
had much to do with his almost uniform success. Mr. Richard Green died in 
the neighbourhood of Regent’s Park, on the 17th inst., and was buried in the 
chapel which had been tounded by his father—Trinity Chapel, Poplar—on 
Saturday last, his funeral being attended by as large a number of friends 
and such a concourse of people as to make it a public event, while the tokens 
of sincere mourning with which it was accompanied attested the regard 
which is entertained for his memory. 








HORACE VERNET, 

Horace Vernet, as he was familiarly called, the most celcbrated of modern 
French painters and the last of his name, died in his apartment at the 
Institute of France on Saturday, the 17th inst., in the seventy-fourth year of 
his age. His death had been expected for some time past, and his sufferings 
had called forth the expression of the most condoling sympathy from the 
multitude of his admirers, amongst whom the present Emperor of France 
was one of the greatest. It will be remembered that during course of the ill- 
ness which has proved fatal his Majesty sent to Horace Vernet the decoration 
of Grand Officer of the Legion of Honour; and, carrying out the expression 
of respect still further, the Emperor was represented at the funeral by Marshal 
Vaillant and an Imperial Chamberlain, who took his place on foot (by the side 
of the two young orphan Delaroches, the deceased artist's grandsons) at the 
head of the long file of veritable mourners that followed the modest cortége to 
the cemetery. This, indeed, was the only official mark of honour shown to 
the deceased painter, who had expressed the desire that the military display 
usually observed on the occasion of the interment of an officer of the 
Legion of Honour might be dispensed with in his case. The funeral 
service was performed at the church of St. Germain-des-Prés (hung with 
black cloth and escutchecns marked wiih the letter V.) on the Monday 
morning following Horace Vernet’s demise. Although the ceremony was 
announced for nine o'clock the church was too small to contain the large con- 
course of. friends, brother artists, and literary gentlemen who sought to honour 
by their presence the genius of the departed ; yet more than a thousand persons 
sprinkled the coffin with holy-water as it lay in the nave of the sacred edifice 
for that purpose after the service, previous to being conveyed to its final rest- 
ing-place. Rarely have we seen such a large assemblage so indubitably sincere 
in the performance of this last mark of respect—a respect justified by unques- 
tionable virtues; for while as an artist his works entitle him t o a large spaco 
in the history of modern French painting, as a citizen his kind, generous, and 
obliging nature had endeared Horace Vernet to all who had ever come in 
contact with him. His abilities were not more highly appreciated by the 
august occupant of the Palace of the Tuileries than by the exiremest ultra of the 
Parisian ateliers ; and this fact proves once more the really permanent triumph 
of talent, for political parties often vary in the r ascendancy and consequent 
title to respect from the crowd, whereas before the earthly remains of artistic 
genius al‘ uncover with a feeling of genuine, because merited, admiration. 

Horace Vernet (or, rather, Emile Jean Horace Vernet) was born in Paris on 
the 30th of June, 1789, of a family already illustrious in the Arts. His great- 
grandfather, Antoine Vernet, enjoyed a certain artistic reputation at Avignon ; 
his grandfather was the famous Joseph Vernet, a rival at once of Claude and 
Backhuysen in the pictures of the principal ports of France painted for 
Louis XV. ; and his father, Carle Vernet, who died in 1836, was celebrated as a 
painter of horses and battle-pieces, some of which are in the gallery of the 
Louvre. At a very early age Horace Vernet displayed the family taste for 
the Arts, and studied under several masters, the principal of whom, however, 
was his father. His first picture, “ The Capture of a Redoubt,” produced in 
1809, was marked by an originality that has since characterised nearly all his 
works, and which may be said to have formed the present schools of French 
painting, more especially as regards military subjects. His earliest pictures 
were executed in entire opposition to the teaching of the time, and even the 
example of his father. David and his scholars of the classical echool we 3 then 
in the ascendant. Every subject, thongh from contemporary lifg, was repre- 
sented in a manner to give it a conventional resemblance to the “ antique’’— 
especially of the Roman empire. Horace Vernet from the first painted ¢ cectly 
what he saw. He served in the ranks, thongh twice bonght off by his 
father; was a sergeant at Montmirail; and his youth was 1 ina 
warring period, of which he ultimately rendered himseif the pictorial historian 
by placing on record the exploits of the French armies from 1792 down to 

present time. All the great battles of his own epoch have been 
illustrated by his brush in such a masterly manner that his pictures, 
engraved by numerous hands, have become familiar throughout the world. 
Before 1814, his “ Dog of the Regiment ” and “ The Trampeter’s Horse” had 
established his popularity and obtrained for him the cross of Chevalier of the 
Legion of Honour, admiringly accorded to the youthful artist by the First 
Napoleon. In 1817 he painted “The Battle of Tolosa,” and in 1819 “ The 
Massacre of the Mamelukes,” now in the Luxembourg, which, however, was not 
altogether correct in an historical point of view. His battles of Jemmapes, Valmy, 
Hanau, Montmirail, the Barrier of Clichy, and a number of other important 
ict , were produced from 1820 to 1823. All his pictures of battles glorious 
for the First Empire were refused by the juries for the exhibitions under tho 
Restoration, and, in nence, Horace Vernet opened a private exhi- 
bition of his own in his atelier, which was assiduously frequented by the 
opponents of the Government. Government of Charles X. soon after 
conciliated the painter, however, by giving him several public commissions. 
In 1825-6 he exhibited his two res of * em from Byron's poem. In 
1827 he was allowed to exhibit his “ Pont a’ _" 
Having been appointed director of the French Academy at Rome, he set out 
for that city, and the effect of his study of the Italian masters of the sixteenth 
century was seen in the new character and class of subjects of several works, 
some of which are well known through the age, such as the fight of the 
“ Pontifical Dragoons with Brigands,” “ ifession of the Brigand,” and 
“The Arrest of the Princes in the Palais Royal by Anne of Austria” (both 
destroyed in the sack of Neuilly, in 1848), the famous “ School of Raphacl,” &c, 
Upon the Revolution of 1830, the French tion having quitted Rome, 
Vernet was inated rep tative at the Court, and he is said *o 
have ted his dipl tic functions with as much éclat as did Rubens 
when Ambassador.

‘The cause of the sudden coldness between Vernet and Louis 
Philippe is said to have been the painter's refusal to falsify history by repre- 
senting the Grand Monarque, Louis XIV. (who, as Macaulay shows, is open 
to a strong suspicion of rsonal cowardice), mounting to the assault of 
Vv alenciennes, Soon after this Vernet made a visit to St. Petersburg, where he 
was received with marked attention by the Emperor Nicholas. He returned 
to France after the death of the Duke of Orleans, and his old friendly relations 
with the Tuileries were re-established. In 1845 he painted for Versailles (in 
eight months) the large picture, “ The Taking of the Smalah” of Abd-el-Kader— 
one of the largest pictures in the world ; and in the following year “‘ The Battle of 
Isly.” He next painted another very large picture of the taking of Rome by 
Oudinot, for the present Emperor. To the French Universal Exhibition of 
1855 he contributed, among others, “ The Cholera on Board the Melpomtne” 
and “ Mass in the Camp,” and was awarded one of the gold medals. Scenes 
of the Crimean paign have ded, one of which, “ The Incident of the 
Battle of the Alma,” was sent to our International Gallery, and we took the 
occasion of its exhibition to offer a criticism upon the painter’s merits, which 
need not be repeated here. Besides the works already enumerated, and others 
of similar pretensions, only less successful, Vernet hes painted an immense 
umber of portraits. Rubens himself was scarcely more prolific. His popu- 
larity with the mass of his countrymen is greatly due to his accuracy, the 
choice of his subjects, and the scale on which they are executed. Even ch 
critics generally form, however, a not very high estimate of his art.

He stated that on previous 
occasions he had laid before them, by the aid of complicated apparatus, evidence 
of the enormous power of and the solar heat possess< 
by this aqueous vapour, being 16,000 times more than the air itself ; and that 
thus it becomes, as it were, a blanket enveloping our planet, receiving and 
retaining the solar heat required for the maint of animal and vegetable 
life. This absorptive power of the air increases in proportion with the quantit; 
of vapour itcontains. Some of the results of the Professor’s researches on thi« 
subject ha’ been controverted by some eminent foreign philosophers, he pro- 
ceeded to investigate the alleged sources of error. He showed by experiment tha: 
these results were not nullified, as supposed, by defects in his apparatus ; ani, it 
having been stated that the absorption of heat by the moist air examined was 
due to its impurity, as containing carbon in the form of smoke, he procure! 
bags of air from Hyde Park, Hampstead, Epsom, and the Isle of Wight. The 
aqueous vapour contained in all these specimens intercepted 70 times more 
radiant heat than did the air in which it was diffused. Placing some humid 
air in a tube, the Professor arranged so that a beam of electric light should 
pass through it and appear on a screen as a small sun. To the tube an air- 
pump was attached. When the air was very slightly exhausted the muist air 
expanded, , being thus chilled, it took the form of a beautiful cloud or halo. 
This experiment was applied in explaining the meteorology of the tropic 
The great solar heat there generates a large amount of vapour, which ascends, s 
rarefied, and thus chilled, and then descends in deluges of rain. He compared 
the cumulus clouds to capitals of columns of vapour. We have no space to 
notice the very many experiments wherewith the lecture was illustrated, ali 
tending to show the great importance of studying these phenomena 1n relation 
to the science of meteorology. 

Mr. W. S. SAVORY, F.R.S., delivered his first lecture “ On Life and Death ” 
on the 24th inst.

hospitable charmingly. There was much to see here, but time 
pressed, and we therefore re-embarked and proceeded on our way to 
Timsah, which we reached at sunset. 

As the landing-stage is about half an hour’s ride from the 
town, we were supplied with dromedaries, and soon reached 
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our destination, where we were received most kindly by M. Leconte, 
Chef du Copepement at Timsah, who placed his rooms at our 
disposal, and had an excellent dinner pocpaned. The following 
morning this gentleman took us everywhere where there wes anything 
to see, and we were much delighted. The town of Timsah is to be 
the permanent station, and has even now attained the proportions 
of a very respectable town in Europe. Some thousands of fellahs 
were at work on the continuation of the northern or Mediterranean 
branch of the sweet-water-canal. 

The Engraving representing a general View of the Town and 
Works may convey a faint idea of the bustle that existed at 
thetime. The streets are admirably laid out, and the houses 
are all substantially built of stone, and double roofed. To the 
extreme left of the picture the masts of the boats in the 
distance indicate the position of the landing-stage, or Bureau du 
Transit. The next prominent object is M. de Lesseps’ chiteau, in 
the Swiss cottage style. ‘The large houses are the residences of the 
engineers and M. Le Chef du Campement; further on to the right we 
pass cafés, billiard-rooms, &c., and arrive at the company § stores 
and magazines, with a multitude of accessories in the shape of camels 
arriving and departing, bawling men, and excited storekeepers. 
Further on is the engine-house for supplying the town of El- irsh 
with water through porcelain tubes. In the Street Scene the nearest 
house belongs to M. Le Chef, who received Sir Henry Bulwer on his

The View of the Lake is taken from tho sandhills between the town 
andthe lake. The shores are covered with a thick, woody shrub peculiar 
to the Desert: it is useful as firewood. The water is very bitter to 
the taste.

it is very evident that if any of those animals attempted to tue up 
their quarters there they would inevitably be pickled. : 

The extension of the canal for nearly a mile beyond the town is 
ready for opening. The whole work from Tel-el-Kibeer is very credit- 
ably done, and every precaution had been taken to avoid slips and 
drifts. The banks shelve down vw gradually, and a species of 
Mexican grass has been planted on both edges and promises to grow 
well. This isto preserve the sides, which are subject to injury by 
the trackers constantly walking over them. 

Sir Henry Bulwer being expected at Timsah about sunset to-day, 
the 18th, we waited some time; but, seeing no signs of the boats, 
we pushed on to El-Girsh, distant about one hour and a half, and 
were delighted to find a substantial-looking, well-lighted hotel. The 
proprietor showed us our rooms and set about preparing some creature 
comforts, which are all-important in the desert, the bracing air 
making one’s appetite quite wolfish. 

The hotel boasts a public room and a billiard-table, and seems well 
patronised—the charges being moderate. The European staff at El- 
Girsh appears very numerous, but will no doubt be draughted off to 
other works soon. Through the agency of my good friend M. Paponot 
I was introduced to a number of gentlemen connected with the works, 
and was overwhelmed with kindness and attention. 

The community ut El-Girsh have organised themselves into a club 
and possess, amongst other advantages, an admirably-arran, 
museum, which contains specimens of reptiles, fossils, and many 
curiosities which have been brought to light during the excavations. 
A well-conducted reading-room is attached, and the whole thing 
speaks well for the spirit and intelligence of its members. 

Mr. Villar, the chief engineer of this section, received us most 
courteously, and at our request supplied us at once with dromedaries 
to cross the Suez Desert. A 

At about noon a large party arrived at El-Girsh, composed of Sir 
Henry Balwer and suite and other distinguished gentlemen, accom- 
panied by M. Lesseps, to whom we were introduced. This gentle- 
man did me the houour to present me to his Excellency the Ambas- 
sador. A dinner had been provided at El-Girsh for the whole party, 
to which we were invited. After partaking of the same the company 
visited the most interesting objects, and eventually took their depar- 
ture for Port Said by water, large commodious boats towed by 
dromedaries having been prepared for the visitors. . 

Our time not permitting us to continue the voyage to Port Said, we 
determined to cross the desert to Suez; and took our departure, 
leaving with infinite regret many kind friends who had spared no 
pains to make the visit as pleasant as possible.

Gounod’s opera, “ Faust,” has just been produced at Berlin, 
under the title of ‘‘ Margaretha,’’ with complete success. This opera, 
it will be remembered, was composed for, and first performed at, the 
Grand Opera of Paris; and it is now making the round of the chief 
theatres of Germany with an éclat which is the more remarkable 
from the fact that Spohr’s ‘‘ Faust,” the chef-d’cuvre of that great 
composer, is one of the most popular pieces of the German stage.

THEATRE RoyAL, Westminster. — Considerable public 
interest attaches to the conduct of this theatre, under Mr. Boucicault’s 


management, as an example of the style of improvement proposed by 
that gentleman in the basiness of theatres generally. therto he 
of the hewn tae regarded as sufficient Co of i On 
of ti as ient in wa promise. 

Monday last that promise was partly fulfilled by the ction of a 
new piece from his own pen, and founded on Bir W. ‘s “ Heart 





of Midlothian.”” It has been long understood that Mr. Boucicault 
had a drama on that subject, which he had tested on the American 
boards, and which was well calculated to create a sensation on the 
English stage. Nothing less, indeed, than another ‘Colleen Bawn’”’ 
was anticipated; and, if we may judge from the reception of the 
first night, ‘“‘The Trial of Effie Deans” will become the rival in 
public estimation of that extraordinary drama. The house was filled 
in every part with a fashionable and intelligent audience, evidently 
pas to assume a critical attitude, and deliberately arriving at a 
favourable judgment of the new venture. The elegance of the 
dialogue and the clever arrangement of the situations more than 
justify the popular verdict. It is also well mounted in every 
=n, and illustrated with svenery representative of views in 
and around Old Edinburgh by Mr. Ro and his assistants. 
The characters are also well cast. We never saw Mr. Ryder 
to more advantage than in that of David Deans. The old man’s 
thorough earnestuess and solemnity showed the severity of the prin- 
ciples in which he had himself been reared and had reared his 
offspring. When Effie’s guilt became clear to him, the wound that 
he thus received appeared almost too much for him to endure and 
live. A curse involuntarily rose to his lips, but he struggled with it, 
and it was but half pronounced. This situation concluded the first 
act in a powerful manner, and Mr. Ryder was deservedly summoned 
before the curtain. The second act terminates with the trial of Eflie, 
in which Mr. Boucicault himself performs the part of the leading 
counsel for the prisoner. Here the business of the court is copied 
with literal exactness; and Mr. Boucicault assumes the manner of the 
popular advocate who trusts to his eloquence and his finesse to perplex 
the jury and extort a verdict against evidence. The reality of the 
thing completely carried the audience away, and they sympathised 
with the progress of the scene exactly as they would have done at a 
real trial. The third act compresses a large amount of action into 
the narrowest compass. Jeanie Deans, admirably acted by Mrs. 
Boucicault, travels in it to and from London, meets with perils by 
the way from Meg Murdochson (Miss Atkinson), and has her inter- 
views with the Duke of Argyll (Mr. Henry Vandenhoff) and with 
the Queen (Mrs. Johnson), and returns, just as the Edinburgh mob 
have set fire to the Tolbooth, with the pardon which saves her sister 
from an ignominious execution. When we add that Geordie Robinson 
was supported by Mr. Swinbourne, our readers will see at once that 
the entire drama must have been strongly sustained and throughout 
most efficiently performed. Mr. Boucicault has discriminated the 
different characters with great tact, and so powerfully entered into 
the sentiment of the theme that many an eye yielded to the pathetio 
touches of the dialogue, and paid its tribute to the dramatist’s power 
in the tear that could not be restrained. The drama was greatly 
applauded throughout, and at the conclusion was pronounced, by an 
overflowing and exceedingly fashionable house, to be a triumphant 
success. 


PAVILION.—On Saturday a new drama by Mr. John Douglas, 
jun., was produced, entitled ‘‘ Night; or, The Perils of the Alps.’’ 

his is professedly a ‘‘ sensation drama.’’ The second act terminates 
with an admirably-arranged scene among the Alps, in which an 
avalanche descends and breaks down a bridge, so that a prisoner who 
has escaped is obliged to yield to his pursuers. The person who is 
thus in peril is one Edmund Campion, an English artist in the Swiss 
army (Mr. Charles Robinson), who is falsely accused of murder by 
Ramon Cabrillo (under the feigned name of Paquito), his rival in love. 
At length, however, the latter discovers that the heroine is his sister, 
whom and whose husband he has been criminally persecuting. As 
he himself is guilty of the murder in question he es a confession, 
in order to save Campion, and then commits suicide. This drama is 
supported by some excellent scenery, painted by Mr. P. Findley, and 
was enthusiastically received by a full house. 





THE COINAGE OF FRANCE, 


THE coinage of France was never in a more satisfactory condition 
than it is at the present time, when it offers the result of many 
years’ vering care in its production and preservation. In 
former times there existed in France several mints authorised to 
coin, according to the requirements of the monetary service. At 
present three only exist—those, namely, of Paris, Strasbourg, and

Bordeaux. At the first Em silver, and bronze coins are 


struck; and although that at Bordeaux has been frequently shut 
up, it is just now — actively employed in the manufacture of 
bronze money only, of which there is a deficiency, especially of the 
laureate description shown in our Engraving of a new piece of the 
value of ten centimes (or one-tenth of a franc), which is that adopted 
for future pieces. In a short time the Strasbourg and Bordeaux mints 
will be definitively closed, as it is intended to confine the manufacture 
of the metal currency exclusively to Paris. 

Since the American War the production of the gold coinage in France 
has considerably slackened, in consequence of the scarcity of ingots. 
The pieces struck bear, however, the laureate effigy of the Em 
Napoleon ; but on the reverse, which is extremely beautiful, the 
Imperial arms are substituted for the Imperial eagle of the ten-cen- 
times piece recently issued, and which we have engraved in our 
present Number. 

On account of ge mg on silver few pieces cf two or five francs 
have been struck during the past year, as they would have been 
speedily snatched up, if abundant, for exportation ; but of the smaller 
silver money the coinage has continued its usual course, without 
disadvantage to the interests of the country. 

But the recent great reform in the French currency has affected 

incipally the bronze money, which has latterly been imitated in 
Bag to the certain advantage and convenience of our pockets and 
purses. The metal employed in France for the recoinage is an alloy 
of copes tin, and zinc ; it soon changes colour, but the pieces wear 
well, being not only by the public generally, but by a 
slightly elevated rim, which also guarantees the preservation of the 


It was shortly after the termination of the late war in Italy 
that the authorities at the Mint were instructed to crown the head of 
the Emperor Napoleon I{I. with a wreath of laurel; and at present 
all the new pieces issued—whether in gold, silver, or bronze—are d 
tétes laurdes, executed by M. Barre, fie engraver to the French 


mints. 

There are fourteen pieces of money actually in circulation in 
France—viz., five in gold, of 100, 40, 20, 10, and 5 francs; five in 
silver, of 5, 2, 1 franc, 50 centimes, and 20 centimes; and four in 
bronze, of 10, 5, 2, and 1 centime. It is highly creditable to the 
French that they take a pride in the eanliness and good ap- 
pearance of their coins. It isis very rare to meet with a

COLUMN FOR THE CURIOUS. 


SPECULATION AT YORK-BUILDINGS AND HUNGERFORD. 


In our Journal of Dec. 27 we recorded the demolition of what 
may be termed New Hungerford Market; for, although its erection 
cost some £200,000, it existed scarcely thirty years. It was ‘“ baulked 
at first,”’ like the spendthrift, Sir Edward Hungerford’s conversion of 
his house and grounds into a public market, in 1680 ; so that the site 
had been for a century and three-quarters a locality of ill-omened 
speculation. The Hungerford mansion was placed between York 
House and Suffolk—now Northumberland—House, and the fortunes 
of the sito and the adjoining York Buildimgs were of chequered 
interest. Of the York Houso estate the only relic is the picturesque 
water-gate, long ascribed to Inigo Jones, but, by an account-book in 
the Soane Museum, proved to be the work of Nicholas Stone. We 
need scarcely remind the reader that at York House lived Sir 
Nicholas Bavon, and here was born his son, Francis Bacon, Jan. 22, 
1560-1. Here he kept his sixtieth birthday, and here the Great Seal 
was taken from him. When importuned to part with the mansion, 
Bacon replied, ‘or this you wil pardon me; York House is the 
house where my father died, and where I first breathed; and there 
will I yield my ast breath, if so please God aud the King.’’ He did 
not, however, return to Xork House after his release from the 
Tower, being forbidden to come within the verge of the Court. 
Next, Villiers, Duke of Buckingham, got poszession of York 
House upon terms not scrupulously fulfilled; for, on July, 1662 
Chamberiain writes to Carleton, ‘* Visct. St. Albans has filed a bill 
in Chancery against Buckingham on account of the non-performance 
of his contract for taking York House” (Mrs. Green’s ‘‘ Calendar 
ot State Papers’’). How this was settled, has not yet been explained. 
However, Buckingham having got possession, the King (James L.), 
after much troubie, persuaded the Archbishop of Canterbury to 
part with the freehold uf the house (which had been the residence of 
the see) in exchange for other lands; and in 1624 it was conveyed to 
Buckingham. He had the old mansion taken down, and commenced 
building @ magniticent new one, in which Portland stone was exten- 
sively used; Jumes 1, paying £1800 for 2000 tons of that material to 
be used in Buckinghain’s builcing. (Mr. Bruce's State Paper ‘Calendar 
of Charles 1.”’) ‘Lais new fact in the history of York House does not 
correspoud with the statement that Buckingham only built the 
water-gate of stone near the middle of a long embattled wail front- 
ing the Thames, the house being merely a temporary structure: 
Buckinghain’s *‘noble soul,’’ Pepys tells us, appeared ** in the dpor- 
way aud the windows.”’ Cromwell seized the estate, and gave the 
house to General Fairfax, on the marriage of whose daughter and 
heiress to George, second Duke of Buckingham, the property was re- 
conveyed to the Villiers family. ‘The Duxe resided here subsequent 
to the Restoration, but, in 1672, sold the estate for £30,000; the 
house was tiken down, the gardens were cleared, and upon the site 
were erected York Buiidings, which were afterwards severally named 
as we now see them. 

A few persons of note came early to reside here. John Evelyn 
took a house in Villiers-street for the winter, in 1683; and Pepys, 
the diarist, had a handsome mansion, the last on the west 
side of Buckingham-street, looking upon the Thames; and at the 
opposite corner was the house in which Peter, the Ozar of Russia, 
loaged for a time. Harley, Karl of Uxford, was living here in 1708, the 
year in which he was removed from his secretaryship by Queen Anne; 
and in Villiers-street Sir Richard Steele lived after his wife's death, 
from 1721 to 1724: Mr. P. Cunningham found, in the rate-books of 
St. Martin’s, the word “‘ gone’’ against Steele’s mame in 1725; he 
died in Wales im 1729. Suir Richard had one of the many schemes in 
this focus of speculations. Here he projected a sort of nursery for 
the stage, which required large premises ; and, possibly, he may Lave 
fitteu up some portion of Buckingham’s reception-house which may 
have been spared. Here Steele gave to some two hundred guests a 
sumptuous entertainment, with dramatio recitations. Addison ussisted, 
and wrote an epilogue for the occasion, in which we can relish the 
quiet humour of these lines :— 


The sage, whose guests you are to-night, is knowr 

To watch the public weal, though not his own. 
It was in fitting up the theatre, which was opened with this 
entertainment, that Steele was outwitted by his carpenter. The 
theatre was nearly completed, when Steele, anxious to try whether it 
was well adapted tor hearing, placed himself at the back of the galery 
and begged the carpenter to speak up from the stage. The man did 
not know what to suy, when Steele called out to him to say whatever 
was uppermost; and, aiter a moment, the carpenter began, in a voice 
perfeciiy audible, ‘‘ Sir Richard Steele,’’ he said, ‘* for three months 
past me and my men has been a-working in this theatre, and we've 
never seen the colour of your Honour’s money. We will be very much 
obliged if you'll pay it directly, for until you do we won't drive in 
another nail.” Sir Richard said that his friend’s elocution was 
periect, but that he didn’t like his subject much. 

In Duke-street, ‘‘ over against the Blew Posts,’’ lodged Humphrey 
Wanley, the learned antiquary; and Shadwell, the dramatic poet’s 
son, and a celebrated physician in his time, lived in the same street. 

One of James’s pictures at Hampton Court Palace, painted in the 
reign of George il., is “‘The Thames, comprising Westminster- 
bridge, the Hali and Abbey, Whitehall, Hungerford-stairs, Adelphi, 
and the Waterworks;’’ the latter a spirelike shaft of a veritablo 
steam-engine, or “‘ fire-engine,’’ for supplying the west end of London 
with water. These waterworks were un by a company, in- 
corporated by Act of Parliament, 1691. The works are described in 
the ** Foreigner’s Guide to London,’’ 1720, and the company, ex- 
tending its operations to purchasing estates, granting annuities, and 
assuring lives, was one of the bubbles of that year of wild speculation. 
The company ceased to work this ‘‘ fire-engine’’ in 173i, but it was 
afterwards shown for several years as a curiosity, ‘‘ Its working by 
sea-coal,’’ says the London Daily Post, 1741, ‘was attended with so 
much smoke that it not only must pollute the air thereabouts, but 
spoil the furniture.’’

It may be curious to add, that 
however the smoke of the fire-engine of 1/20 may have polluted the 
air and spoilt the furniture, in the upper chambers of the house 
adjoining Ktty, one hundred and twenty years later, painted some of 
his finest flesh pictures amidst the smoke of the Thames 
Hungerford-pier.
